So tremendous were

The blast killed 66 of the 69 men 
aboard the freighter, tore the ship 
to pieces and sent her to the bot­ 
tom almost immediately after the 
collision. Eighteen of the tanker’s 
82 seamen perished in the seeth­ 
ing flames which burned the life­ 
boats 
before 
they 
could 
he 
launched and forced those still 
alive to leap overboard. 
The victims included 35 mem­ 
bers of Navy gun crews, of whom 
25 were aboard the freighter and 
10 aboard the tanker. 
Freighter Veered 
The two ships, survivors said, 
U’ere proceeding in opposite di­ 
rections when the freighter veered 
suddenly and rammed her bow in­ 
to the tanker’s port side. 
One of the survivors, Deck Ca­ 
det W. J. Leonard, 21, 
of 
Mal- 
veme, N. Y., who was 
in 
the 
tanker's 
wheelhouse, 
said 
the 
freighter’s course wras 
changed 
suddenly and the ships came to­ 
gether in a glancing blow. 
The impact knocked 
Leonard 
down—and saved his life. 
“The 
amidships 
house 
was 
q uickly ringed by flames,” he re­ 
lated, “and a sheet of flame swept 
through while I was on the floor. 
The captain, the first, second and 
third mates, six Navy gunners, 
and two signalmen were in the 
house. 
“I believe they were all lost.

Spain Proposes to

Prize - Winning Horses Featured 


Buenos Aires, June 7.— (AP) — 
Gen, A rturo Rawson resigned as 
head of Argentina's new gov ern­ 
ment today and charged Gen. Pe­ 
dro Ramirez with organizing a 
new' regime after the two rev o­ 
lutionary leaders had failed to a- 
gree on the constitution of a cabi­ 
net. 
Rawson, who ousted President 
Ramon S. Castillo in a coup d’­ 
etat. last Friday, was to hav e been 
sworn in as president at noon to­ 
day. 
In a brief communique, he an- j 
nounced that “the impossibility of 
reaching an agreement 
on 
the 
constitution of a new' cabinet” had 
compelled him to resign “as lead- 
er of the rev olutionary forces and 
chief of the prov isional gov ern­ 
ment.” 
At the same time Ramirez, min­ 
ister of war under Castillo and 
slated to hold the same post under 
Rawson, issued a statement say­ 
ing he had assumed the powers 
abandoned by Rawson - 
He also 
announced 
postpone­ 
ment of today's scheduled swear- 
iftg-in ceremonies for which a na­ 
tional holiday had been decreed. 
The rapid change in Argentina’s 
confusing political situation fol­ 
lowed by only a few hours the 
issuance of a decree by Rawson 
dissolv ing congress, which was t o, 
hav e conv ened tomorrow'. The de­ 
cree said that “at the proper time, 
measures will be tak en for the 
constitution of a new' congress.” 
Castillo Set Free 
After formally signing his res­ 
ignation as president of the only 
American nation 
on 
diplomatic 
terms with the axis. Castillo was 
set free, but tw’o of his ministers 
were imprisoned. 
They are Interior Minister Mi­ 
guel Culaciati, who was a prison­ 
er of the 2nd infantry regiment in 
the capital after giv ing up with 
Castillo at La Plata, and Daniel 
Amadeo y Videla. agriculture min­ 
ister. who was tak en in custody 
by the police on his arriv al by 
plane from Montev ideo, Uruguay. 
Other Ministers Go Free 
Other members of the scattered 
Castillo cabinet, which took to the 
minesweeper Drummond ahead of 
Raw'son’s 7,000 marchers yester­ 
day and first announced determi­ 
nation to gov ern from it, were let 
go free on their return by plane 
from Uruguay. 
They included Foreign Minister 
Enrique Ruiz Guinazu. the “tor­ 
pedoman” of the post-Pearl H ar­ 
bor Pan-American solidarity con­ 
ference held at Rio de Janeiro 
in January, 19 42, and mouthpiece 
of Castillo’s “policy of prudence.” 
The ailing Castillo went to his 
home, while Ruiz Guinazu mov ed 
into a hotel. 
Culaciati, who enforced many 
of Castillo’s stem measures, in­ 
cluding the “state of siege” which 
forbade public discussion of war 
issues, was understood to be con­ 
fined in military barrack s here. 
Surrenders to Army 
Castillo and Nav y Minister Rear 
Adm. Mario Fincati, afer cruising 
on the minesweeper Drummond to 
Uruguay and back , finally offered 
their surrender to the commander 
ot the army garrison at La Plata, 
in Buenos Aires prov ince. 
Castillo’s resignation was quick ­ 
ly forthcoming.

av eraging 3 cents a pound below 
current retail quotations, has been 
ordered by the office of price ad­ 
ministration in 
its second step 
toward “rolling back ” the cost of 
Jiv ing by means of subsidies. 
The meat slash will go into ef­ 
fect in retail stores June 21 for 
all cuts except cured and process­ 
ed pork , OPA said. 
For pork | 
products the reductions became 
effectiv e Saturday. 
Mouse Committee Defied 
OPA's action was tak en in the 
face of a decision by the house 
bank ing committee to forbid pay­ 
ment of subsidies by the Com­ 
modity Credit corporation, and a 
protest against 
them 
by the 
American 
Meat 
institute. 
This 
organization of 
pack ers 
ask ed 
postponement of any subsidy plan 
until the recently 
formed 
war 
meat board goes into action. 
Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown has expressed determina­ 
tion to roll back the prices of but­ 
ter, meat and coffee by 10 per 
cent each through 
subsidies 
fi­ 
nanced by the Reconstruction Fi­ 
nance corporation* at a cost of 
approximately 400 million dollars 
a year. 
Rutter Subsidy in Effect 
The butter subsidy was placed 
in effect last w’eek . but retail but­ 
ter prices wiil not reflect the o 
cents per 
pound 
subsidy 
until 
Thursday. 
As far as pack ers are concern­ 
ed, the meat subsidy went into ef­ 
fect today, but 
because 
of the 
time it will tak e before subsidized 
meat flows through the hands of 
pack ers, wholesalers and retailers, 
the retail prices will not be effect­ 
ed until June 21 or July 5. 
So me Reductio ns Larg er 
Officials estimated the av erage 
retail price reduction will be 3 
tents per pound or approximately 
10 per cent, but on indiv idual cuti 
the reduction wil! range up to 8 
cents per pound.

Charles K. Elk inton, 
a 
meat 
price executiv e in OPA, estimated 
the meat subsidy will cost between

siaughteers will be paid the equiv ­ 
alent of 2 cents a pound on dressed 
carcasses. 
Defense Supplies cor 
poration, a subsidiary of Recon 
struction Finance corporation, will 
mak e the payments. 
Subsidy Limited 
The subsidy will be limited to 
slaughterers who k ill 4.000 pounds 
or more, liv e weight, of meat ani­ 
mals a month. 
Smaller slaughter­ 
ers, he said, customarily sell the 
meat at retail and do not need the 
subsidy . 
Commenting on adv ertisements 
the American Meat institute 
ask ing for a delay in the subsidy, 
Elk inton said: “We k now that that 
is the sentiment of the meat in­ 
dustry, but we hav e no reason to 
believ e that the subsidy will in­ 
terfere with the operations of the 
war meat board, as claimed by th 
institute.” 


The war meat board, a commit 
tee of gov ernment and industry 
representativ es, was scheduled to 
hold its first meeting in Chicago 
today, 
Elk inton said he could not esti 
mate when the promised coffee 
subsidy w-ill start. 
Meanwhile the war food admin­ 
istration 
announced that begin­ 
ning June 
12 
all 
slaughterers, 
wholesalers, 
meat handlers and 
procesors will be restricted in their 
frozen and cured beef and pork 
inv entories. 
This, WFA said, will 
mak e meat produced abov e civ il­ 
ian quotas more readily av ailable 
to gov ernment channels.

Africa.— (A P )—This is a story of 
Duck roht, a little black and white 
cock er spaniel with a big heart 
filled with dev otion for two Am­ 
erican Spitfire pilots—one dead, 
the other liv ing—and a letter Gen. 
Eisenhower wrote to mak e sure 
the comradeship of the flyer and 
his dog would not be brok en. 
The story actually began when 
Lt. Harold F. Taff of Otto, Ind., 
and Lt. Richard J. East of New 
York City brought the spaniel on 
a troop ship across the Atlantic 
and set up home together on a 
Tunisian fighter airdrome. 
With allied v ictory near. East 
one day failed to return from 
mission. 
Taff 
and 
Duck worth 
shared their grief. 
Seek Do g ’s Return 
Then 
the 
army 
mail 
man 
brought 
a message to Eisenhower 
from Dr. Bion R. East of Colum­ 
bia univ ersity college of physicians 
and surgeons which said he and 
his wife had been notified that 
their son was missing and ask ed 
if the pet dog might be returned 
to them “if it is not inconsistent 
with general policy and it doesn’t 
interfere with the war effort.’ 
“Dick 's mother would particul­ 
arly appreciate it,” 
the 
father 
wrote. “If the dog could be placed 
on a plane or freighter coming to 
New York harbor I could meet the 
dog and tak e him to our home.” 
The allied commander in chief, 
who had not k nown about Duck ­ 
w orth’s co-master, ordered the re­ 
quest granted. 
Just in time Lt. Gen. Carl A. 
Spaatz, allied air commander of 
the northwest African air force, 
learned of the situation and dis­ 
patched an explanation to Eisen­ 
hower and Duck worth and Lt. 
Taff were re-united. 
Eisenhower Replies 
To the parents of the dead pilot 
went this reply from Eisenhower: 
“When I receiv ed your letter 
ask ing for the return of the dog 
owned by your son I was deeply 
touched. I immediately directed 
that ev ery effort be made to com­ 
ply with your request. 
Today I 
receiv ed from Gen. Spaatz a re­ 
port in which appears the follow­ 
ing statement: 
‘It is learned that 
the 
dog 
Duck worth belonged jointly to Lt. 
E ast and his best friend Harold 
Taff. Lt. East was k illed in action 
April 4. His plane and grav e were 
located after our forces mov ed 
into the Tunis area. The loss of 
his best 
friend 
deeply 
affected 
Taff. The commanding officer of 
the fighter group brought Taff 
with the dog to the airplane. Taff 
was heartbrok en at the thought of 
losing 
his dog and wanted 
to 
spend ev ery possible minute with 
him until the plane took off. He 
placed him in the plane and care­ 
fully tied him. He left the plane 
just before the tak e-off. Col. West 
had been waiting in his car to 
tak e Taff back to his quarters, 
but Taff was seen to thank him 
and walk away from the car to 
an adjoining field.’ 
Duck worth Carries On 
“Under the circumstances and 
in particular in v iew of the state­ 
ment that the dog 
was 
jointly 
owned by your son and his best 
friend, and especially as Taff has 
shown strong 
affection for the 
dog I believ e you will agree with 
me it would be unwise to return 
the dog to you as requested. 
“The friendship of a dog is prec­ 
ious. It becomes ev en more so 
when one is so far remov ed from 
home as we are in Africa, I hav e 
Seottie. In him I find consola­ 
tion and div ersion. For me he is 
the one ‘person’ to whom I can 
talk 
without 
the 
conv ersation 
turning back to the war. Duck - 
dorth is performing a 
patriotic 
serv ice. I respect the quality of 
warm friendship shown by Taff 
for the dog. I am confident you 
and Mrs. East will v iew the situa­ 
tion similarly despite your natur­ 
al and understandable desire to 
hav e with you this close compan­ 
ion of your gallant son who died i

Pro fit Marg in in Feeding 
Co rn to Ho g s is Gro w­ 
ing Smaller 


Chicago, June 7.— (A P l—W ^ 
the profit inv olv ed in feeding coin 
to 
hogs 
currently 
much 
lower 
than a year ago, and with some 
liv estock producers encountering 
difficulty in obtaining the yel- 
low grain, agricultural observ ers 
today predicted farmers might oe 
forced to liquidate underweight 
hogs. 
Declining 
profit 
margins 
in 
hogs has resulted from a drop in 
hog prices while com 
has 
r e ­ 
mained 
unchanged 
at 
ceiling*. 
The difficulty in obtaining com 
for feeding arises from the un­ 
willingness of many farmers who 
hav e a surplus of the grain to sell 
it at the present time. 
Cargill, fn c.t one of the coun­ 
try ’s leading grain elev ator com­ 
panies. said today “the feed sit­ 
uation and the poor 
feed 
crop 
prospects in many sections are 
iesulting in farmers disposing 
+* 
some of their liv estock especially 
hogs and cattle.” 
This situation may ev entually 
mean a serious blow to the food 
supply of the nation,” the com­ 
pany said. 
Ratio Is Loner 
The corn-hog ratio, which meas­ 
ures the v alue of com against the 
price of liv e hogs, is now 13.5 to 
1 at Chicago which means that 
100 pounds of liv e hog are wort*1 
1312 bushels of corn. A year ag.„ 
the same weight of 
hogs 
was 
worth 18 12 bushels of com. 
The 
current 
ratio Is still considered 
profitable for liv estock producers. 
Howev er, the ratio is 
not 
a 
completely accurate reflection 
i 
the slump in hog v alues, accord­ 
ing to some observ ers. It is com­ 
puted on the basis of ceiling prices 
for corn, but in some areas hog 
producers who need corn are sairf 
to be paying abov e the maximui 
in order to get it. Thus their profit 
margins are further low-ered, 
The late spring and floods 
hav e 
delayed com planting and many 
farmers want to see how their 
new crop dev elops before mark et 
mg the stock s they hav e on hand 
from their old crop. 
If 
the com 
yield is not as great as they hope, 
these farmers will use their sup- 
plus from last year for 
their own 
liv estock feeding.
